If the McAdoo vote represents the 
maximum of the strength he can com- 
mand in the balloting on candidates, 
he is 219 votes short of the required 
two-thirds and forty-two votes under 
a simple majority of the convention. | 

The result was accepted by George | 
E. Brennan of Illinois and other leaders 
of the opposition as the test the Mc- 
Adoo managers served notice it would 
be, and hailed it as conclusive proof 
that the Californian is doomed to early 
elimination from the nomination con- 


test. 


Brace to Put Smith Over. 

With McAdoo delegates deserting in 
considerable numbers to Al Smith, Mr. 
Brennan and his associates now regard 
the New York. governor as the most 
formidable candidate before the con- 
vention and &re eneouraged to push 
to the limit the drive they wWill-make!’ 
to put him over. 

In the field of dark horses to which 
the leaders will turn if Smith follows 
McAdoo into the discard, John W. 
Davis of West Virginia and Senator 
Ralston of Indiana are the favorites. 


Report Klan Tags on Ralston. 

A report was spread about delegate 
centers tonight that the klan leaders, 
who are here quietly in behalf of. the 
invisible empire, had become discour- 
aged over the McAdoo outlook and 
were betaking themselves and their in- 
fluence into the Ralston camp, Hither- 
to the Indiana senator has not been 
tagged with this support. 

Whether the report originated in a 
desire to help McAdoo in the conven- 
tion by seemingly abandoning him was 
not made clear. 


The showdown of McAdoo and anti-

Rockwell Blocked by Brennan. 

David Ladd Rockwelil,. McAdoo’s 
manager, proposed to Mr. Brennan 
that the convention be kept in session 
until the nominating speeches were 
completed and then to take three bal- 
lots on the nomination tonight. The 
McAdoo tactics, thus disclosed, were 
to register top strength for the Cali- 
fornian on these ballots in advance of 
the fight on the Ku Klux Kian plank 
in the platform which is expected to 
weaken McAdoo materially because of 
the support of his candidacy by the 
klan. 

Brennan flatly. declined to this pro- 
poséd departure frem the order of busi- 
ness adopted by the convention.

The platoon plan attacks two deep’ problems of 
the modern metropolitan school system. One is 
social. It is involved in the decline of the Ameri- 
Gan home in modern urban life. The other is 


practical and economic. It is concerned in the full 


‘time efficiency of costly school buildings and equip- 


ee 


ment. Critics of the introduction of the platoon 
plan in Chicago have yet to offer a constructive 
alternative. +. 

Public care of the child is becoming more and 
more a necessity in modern industrial life. With 
inereasing congestion, with the intrusion of large 
blocs of alien and culturally remote populations, 
with the labor both of men and women being trans- 
fefred from the home to the factory and the office, 
vith the concentration in parks and amusement 
places of recreational facilities, the urban home 
gnevitably declines as a place for the day long 
Care of children. That care is left more and more 
to specialists. 


“The city home,” says William Wirt, founder 


of the Gary plan, “is no longer able profitably to 
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ceeupy all of the time of the child out of schooi. 
Tie city school-does not have sufficient time for 
the’ genera! education’ of the child. On “the other 
band, it is the city streets and alleys, amusement 
halls, and gambling dens which provide activities 
om, the average for all the children of the cities.” 
The work-study-play program of the platoon 
fystem is an .effert to take over from the home 
not only the scholastic training of the clfild but 
the supervision of his play and the training of his 
hand for work. That standardization of child 
environment is not the ideal. Especially is it not 
jdéal to the Jacksonian individualist, for whom ‘the 
family remains the fundamental educational and 
stil unit. It tay be mildly socialistic. But it is 
better than utter breakdown. It is better than 
» streets andthe alleys:and the cultural im- 


'  poverishment of the child in the great city. For 
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at child the family in many of its functions has 
dy disappeared. — 

The platoon plan, secondly, is a method of keep- 

‘the school plant in full time operation. By 


partial departmentalization and by shifting pupils 


iz, platoons from room to room during the day, 
more pupils per square yard can be accommodated. 
Overhead costs can be reduced; fewer buildings and 
leap equipment can be made to do for the caacting: 
of a given number of children, Ground space in 
great cities is costly. Buildings are costly. A 
system that will give more educational product for 
the taxpayers’ money is worth considering. 

What is the platoon system? A model platoon 
eehool at Akron, O., is organized somewhat as 
‘fellows: There are 1,000 pupils, organized into 
thirty groups. These thirty groups are taken care 
of in fifteen “ home rooms.” In these home roome 
are taught the forma! subjects, reading, writing, 


formal lan e, hygiene, and history. 
arithmetic, guage, hygi ae 


As there are two groups or “classes” to each 
héme room, the schedule is arranged so that one 
group is in the home room studying formal sub- 
jeots during the hours that the other group is at 
piay in the gymnasium or in the domestic science 
or shop rooms or in the art, music, visual educa- 
t’on, or other specialty rooms. In the home room 
the pupil has daily contact with one teacher in 


the formal subjects. In the specialty rooms he is. 


instructed by various other teachers. His platoon 
shifts from room to room iis the hours of the day 
ec by. He is given a varied program, full 
vetion and change of scene, He has nu 
teachers. School life for the child in this system 
comprises most of the normal activities of a child's 
cay. He likes it better. He is less bored. He is 
better educated.

In at least one respect we probally shall be able 
to agree with the Democratic’ platform. The 
Democrats are said to be for Filipino independ- 
ence now. They were against American rule in 
the islands from the start, but then it was an 
opposition regardless of whether: it was good for 
the United States to have them Or good for the 
Filipinos to be under American tutelage. It was 
a sentimental protest led by Mr, Bryan and it 
objected to America being in the islands because 
it was an imperialistic ‘adventure contrary to 
American ideals. 

With that we had no sympathy and have none 
now. It would oppose America in Hawaii. It does 
oppose America in Haiti and donjinates our atti- 
tude towards Mexico. In the name of humanity it 
is anti-humanity, a sentimentalism which does 
damage wherever it operates and ¢ontrols. 

The presence of the United States in the Philip- 
pines is wholly beneficial to humanity just as it 
has been in Haiti. The jungle has no moral 
rights of self-determination. It does not exist 
jsolated. It makes trouble. The bonsequences £0 
abroad. We may be indifferent to the unhappi- 
ness which prevails among the pe »ple themselves, 
but their disorders do not stay~vrithin their own 
boundaries. 

World conditions have much ¢hanged since the 
United States reduced the Philippines to order. It 
might be an act ofshimanity for the United States 
to take tharge of Armenia, but if that embroiled 
us with the Turks it would be « disservice to a 
great many young Americans, the logic of whose 
life does not require them to be fighting In Asia 
Minor for something that is mo concern of theirs 
or of their country. It might be an act of hu- 
manity for the United States to remain forever in 
the Philippines, whether the Filipinos wanted 
American rule or not, protecting them from in- 
vasion, from tribal warfare, keeping up their 
schools, preventing smallpox epittemics and other 
plagues, but again the logic of American life does 
not require that American boys, should ever be 
fighting the Japanese in the far Pacific because of 
this. | 

Humanity begins at home. The people of this 
country are net outside its claims. The difference 
between the Philippines and Arnpenia on one side 
end disordered countries near us} on the other is 
that American interest is involved in the latter and 
not in the former. What we do jo promote order, 
health, security and well being ir; disordered coun- 
tries on the North American gontinent directly 
benefits the United States and it is a part of an 
American boy's lot to be concerned. If he had to 
fight a hostile European powet to keep it out of 
the Caribbean he would not be in a far part of 
the world on a useless sacrifice. 

The Philippine islands may /have value and 
might have more, but no valu? that they have 
seems to our vision to be eqguil to the possible 
cost of maintaining them. Mis generally dan- 
gerous fer a nation to possess what it cannot de- 
fend, if any other nation at aiy time wants to 
take the possession for any il At the outset 
the Philippines could not be defynded. We do not 
say they could not be retaken, but the cost of it 
would shake the country. It is /not worth it. In 
Haiti it would be. In Hawaii it)would be. In the 
Philippines, no. 

By giving the Filipinos thei? sJreedom we. reduce 
our Mabilit‘es. We strike. off a, possible proyoca- 
tive of war. If there is a loss ij can be sustained. 
We suspect the Democrats will declare for inde- 
pendence for wrong reasons, uth reasons as they 
would apply to Haiti, but with respect to the 
Philippines they will have the sight policy.

Vaughan’s “ Epidemiology” carries a 
chart which indicates that typnoid in 
Detroit is more prevalent near certain 
beaches than it is eleewhere in the city. 
-o— 

In Chicago there is more typhoid a'ong 
the lake shore near the bathing teacnes 
than can be otherwise explained. So 
long as not even the best health depart- 
ments ‘succeed in Jocating the source of 
infection in one-half the cases of typhoid 
fever occurring under its jurisdiction, it 
is easily possible for infection through 
bathing to cause more typhoid than is 
thought. 

In at least one bathing beach in Wash- 
ington an attempt is made to make the 
water safe. The sewage of Washington 
is discharged into the Potomac viver 
two and a half miles below the city. 
The public bathing beach is located in 
Tidal basin, 
There is a take of 110 acres, nine feet 
deep and containing 300,000,000 galions 
of water. It connects with the Potom-c, 
and by reason of the tidal flow about 
one-third of its water is changed daily. 
Though the water is clear and prvetty, 
analyses show it contains considcrable 
percentages of sewage and it has high 
bacterial counts.

To purify the water in this lake, Majs. 
Baker and McNab of the Unired States 
army rigged up a navy motorboat with 
a four cylinder gasoline moter which 
pumps water through a chicrine mixer 
and discharges it into the Jake. This 
boat plies in the lake daily, beginning 
one hour before the beach is tirown 
open to the public. Six to eight hundred 
pounds of liquid chlorine i: miked with 
the lake water daily. This amount Goes 
not cause the water to be irritating or 
otherwise harmful. It reduces the bic 
terial content of the water from 175.000 
to 100. The water is made safe at a 
cost of about $50 a day.

f SPOTLIGHT. 

Chicago, June 23.—I read with interest 
letter of Mr. W. W. Garrison published 
in the “Voice of the People” on Sat- 
urday, June 21. Until that time I was 
under the impression that my car was the 
only one with a right hand spotlight in- 
stallation and that such installation was 
entirely original with me. 

It has been my experience during 4 
great deal of night driving on country 
roads that: spotlights focusing from either 
‘the left hand side or center of the ar 
‘are ajmost as annoying to an oncoming 


indict-\. driver as bright headlights. 


In my case I have had the wind shieid 
frame bored so that the spotlight brack- 
ket is bolted thereto and in effect be 
comes a part of the car itself. The light 
was focused so as to throw a 
about fifty feet ahead of the car, 
all but about two feet of the width 
the entire beam falis to the right 
side of the road. In this position I have 
so fastened the lamp that after driving 
my car for nearly two years I have 
never had any occasion for further ad- 
justment. It will be seen that unless 
an oncoming driver is almost entirely on 
the wrong side of the road he cannot pos- 
sibly be annoyed by the beam from my 
spotlight. 

To further facilitate matters, I do not 
turn. my spotlight on or off with the 
switch usually found on the'light itself, 
but control the light with a switch easily 
accessible to the left of my -steering 
wheel column. Am so enthusiastic about 
results that I would like to see a great 
many more Frigate hand installations.
